CULTURE SUGGESTIONS FOR 
FLOWER SEEDS 


Flower seeds should not be planted out 
before ground warms up. Before plant- 
ing, soil should be worked up and en- 
riched with fertilizer. This is very 
important and will make a wonderful 
difference in your plants. Do not sow 
your seeds when ground is wet. A 
good rule is to cover seeds four to six 
times their diameter, which means that 
some varieties need merely to be 
pressed into the soil. Most seeds are 
planted too deeply. Press the earth 
firmly around the seed when planting. 
As plants come up, thin out to prevent 
crowding. Place supports around tall- 
growing varieties so that they will not 
be damaged by wind and rain. 
Starting Indoors. In order to get 
earlier flowers and a longer blooming 
season, a number of annuals such as 
Antirrhinum or Snapdragon, Carna- 
tions, Celosia, Lobelia, Pansies, Petu- 
nias, Salpiglossis, Stocks, Verbenas and 
»others had best be started indoors, or 
in cold frames.

Sweet Peas are one of the most fasci- 
nating flowers of all garden annuals. 
The blooms, with their long wiry 
stems, delicate fragrance, and great 
variety of fascinating shades, have a 
grace and individuality for table deco- 
rations that no other flower quite 
equals. 


How to Grow Fine Sweet Peas 
We can all grow fine Sweet Peas 
with lovely long stems if we will ob- 
serve a few simple rules. 
First—Good seed. Second—Rich soil, 


deeply dug. Third — EHarly sowing. 
Fourth — Harly staking. Fifth — Fre- 
quent fertilization to insure healthy, 
rapid and continuous growth. Sixth— 
IXeep soil loose and porous. 

Select an open sunny spot in the 


richest part of the garden and then 
apply a thick layer of pulverized sheep 
manure 18 inches wide. Remember that 
Sweet Peas are deep rooting plants so 
that the soil must be deeply and thor- 
oughly worked. Spade the sheep ma- 
nure in as deep as the fork will go 
and turn the soil over three or four 
times so that the manure becomes 
thoroughly mixed with it, then level, 
and your bed is ready for planting. 
Sow in double rows, that is, open two 
drills about 8 to 10 inches apart and 4 
to 5 inches deep and scatter the seed 
liberally, but not too thick (about one 
ounce to 15 running feet), then cover. 
The support for the plants to climb on 
is placed in the center of the two rows 
and should be in place by the time the 
plants are 2 inches. high. 

Success with Sweet Peas necessitates 
a rapid, healthy and vigorous growth 
during the cool weather of April and 
early May. An application of Vigoro 
about May 1 will help the plants to 
get their growth during this cooler 
weather. 

Sweet Peas require sufficient plant 
food at all times, and you will find 
that a top dressing of sheep manure, 
Vigoro or bone meal applied regularly 
every two weeks and hoed in will help 
produce strong healthy vines.

CULTURE. The seed bed must be well 
drained, fine and firm. If the soil is at 
all heavy lighten with sand. The seed 
may be planted from May to early July, 
When seedlings have two pair of 
leaves transplant into rows a few 
inches apart each way, and later when 
they begin to crowd transplant a sec- 
ond time. This involves extra work 
but is necessary to raise sturdy plants. 


Keep them partly shaded all summer. 
In August or September, if well de- 
veloped, they may be placed in their 


permanent locations where they are to 
blossom the following year, or left in 


the seed beds for early spring trans- 
planting. 

BIENNIALS. Some varieties if planted 
early will bloom the first year, but 


most bloom the second year and die. 


PERENNIALS. Many varieties bloom 
the first year, but usually they start 
the second year and live indefinitely, 
excepting that they die down in winter 
and come to life again in the spring. 
SPACING. A safe rule is to plant per- 
ennial plants one-half the ultimate 
height, apart. Do not crowd plants. 


CULTIVATION. Use the hoe freely in 
keeping the ground well cultivated all 
summer long. You will be repaid with 
stronger plants and more beautiful 
flowers. 

WINTER PROTECTION. It is best to 
cover young plants the first winter 
with straw or similar mulch along in 
November, before real cold weather 
sets in. Most perennials need no win- 
ter covering after they have become 
established, but some, like Oriental 
Poppies, Shasta Daisies, Tritoma and 
Iris ought to have a winter covering 
in late November, here in the North- 
west. Remove covering gradually in 


the spring.

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A Poultry Program to Help You to Greater 


Success in 1942 
By Don Purcel!—Purina Mills 


The program I would like to suggest for every 
chick buyer is as follows: 


First, that they start with the right chick. 


The right chick is one that has behind it, first— 
breeding. Breeding determines the number of eggs 
a bird is capable of laying. Recently, Dr. R. KE. 
Lubbenhusen, Purina’s animal pathologist, autopsied 
a day-old chick, and found that the ovaries of this 
chick contained over 100,000 microscopic egg yolks. 
These yolks are in the chick’s body because of breed- 
ing. 


When buying chicks, be sure that they are from a 
hatchery or breeder who has a definite program of 
flock improvement for breeding. 


The second measure of a good chick is the disease 
control program back of it. This disease control 
program should include blood-testing of the parent 
stock to eliminate Pullorum disease. This disease, 
sometimes called bacillary white diarrhea, is trans- 
mitted to the chick from the parent stock through 
the egg. By blood-testing, infected birds are de- 
tected, and eliminated from the flock. 


A further phase of the disease control program 
should be careful sanitation in the hatchery. This 
perfects the health of the chick while it is being in- 
cubated, and after the chick is hatched. 


The third measure of a good chick is the incubation 
‘back of it. You need worry very little about that 
phase of the production program because today, in- 
cubators are extremely accurate in controlling 
temperature, humidity and air movement. If the 
hatchery from which you buy your chick has the 
right breeding, disease control, and flock breeding 
program, you can almost be certain that its ineuba- 
tion is modern and efficient. 


The fourth measure of the right chick is one 
that has behind it embryo feeding. That means 
breeding flock has had a ration especially stepped 
up in the factors which make for high production, 
hatchability and chick livability. 


Careful research and experience shows that a lay- 
ing mash may do a very good job of egg production 
and still do a very poor job of hatchability and 
chick livability. It is vital that the breeder ration 
be high in vitamin and mineral content so that it 


can properly feed the developing chick the first 21 
days in the shell. 


_ Chick customers do not buy day-old chicks. They 
just think they do. They buy 21 day old chicks. 
it is vitally important that these chicks be fed 
properly the first 21 days in the shell if those chicks 
are to have a running start in life with the necessary 
nutrients for high mortality and livability. 


Recently, we had chicks in Purina’s Research 
Laboratory from eggs that had bright red yolks and 
eggs that had bright green yolks. Fully twelve 
weeks after these chicks were hatched, the tissue, 
the actual body of these chicks, was still colored 
red or green, depending on the color of the yolk of 
the egg from which the chick had been hatched. It 
was still possible twelve weeks after these chicks 
had been hatched, to actually see in the body of the 
chicks the influence on those bodies of the ration 
the hen had eaten. 


This year take into consideration the fact that 
good chicks can only be made from good eggs, quite 
the same as good cake can only be made from good 
eggs. 


Experience shows that it pays to get the right 
chick at the right time. The right time is as early 
as possible. Decide now that you will have pullets 
ready with a full sized egg when you can get a 
full-sized price for them. For years, the best egg 
market has been during the months of September, 
October, November and December. Prepare now for 
those months of 1942 by getting the right chick at 
the right time. 


You can have big, well developed pullets if you 
will follow a management, sanitation and feeding 
program that is built to get that specific job done 
for you. 


Ask R. L. Gould & Company for the Purina Chick 
Booklet.

CULTURE. The _ Gladiolus 
thrives in a sunny location. 
Grows in any good garden 
soil, but does much better 
when the latter has been en- 
riched with a fertilizer like 
Vigoro, Bone Meal or Sheep 
Manure. If the bulbs are 
planted at intervals from 
April to June the blooming 
period will extend from July 
until frost. A trench should 
be dug tive inches deep and an 
inch of sand placed in the 
bottom to absorb’ surplus 
moisture. Set the bulbs 6 to 
8 inches apart. 

For earliest blossoms, draw 
2 inches of soil over the bulbs 
at first, replacing the _ rest 
when the shoots appear. Keep 
free from weeds and give 
plenty of water, especially 
during the blooming period. 

Before the ground freezes 
lift the bulbs. After the tops 
dry, they should be cut off, 
the bulbs separated and the 
small side growth or bulb- 
lets removed. The latter may 
be handled like the big bulbs. 
Then the bulbs are placed in 
paper or cloth bags, sawdust 
or sand to prevent them from 
becoming too dry. Keep bulbs 
in a temperature of about 35 
degrees to prevent sprouting.

FOR CUT FLOWER USE. The spike should be cut as 
soon as the first flower opens on the stalk, preferably 
before the dew is off in the morning but never in the 
heat of the day. Cut the stem about 9 inches above the 
ground and with as little foliage as possible. The foliage 
is needed for the development of the new bulb. Place the 
cut flowers in a deep vase, with at least 8 inches of water. 
Remove the faded blossoms, cut a little off the stem and 
change the water daily. Treated in this way the buds 


will open perfectly.

Start bulbs in pots indoors in 
March or April. Do not set out until all danger of frost 
is over; about June list here in the Northwest.

PEONIES 


The Peony is a native of Siberia which undoubtedly 
accounts for its great vigor and hardiness. The ideal 
flower for the great Northwest since it endures the most 
intense cold without injury. The Peony is one of the 
most easily grown, and showiest of the perennial flower- 
ing plants. 


Conditions of the soil, location and cultivation are 
important factors in growing Peonies. Peonies may be 
planted in the spring during the month of April and the 
early part of May, or in September. Work the soil thor- 
oughly to a depth of 8 or 10 inches, applying at the 
same time a generous amount of Vigoro or bone meal 
fertilizer, mixed well into the soil. Plant root in this 
prepared soil so that the crown will be about 1 inch 
below the surface. Press the soil firmly around the roots. 


Peonies should not be planted any closer than 8 feet 
apart and should not be close to trees as the roots of 
the trees take from the soil the nourishing elements that 
ae preeded by the Peonies. Peonies do best in a sunny 
ocation.

Africa and therefore it is necessary for the soil to warm 
up in the Spring before planting the seed.
